Mrs, LENA ALBEHULN 
At the Didsbury Hospital on May 
29th, 1937, occurred the death of

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|Alberta Crop Report. 


By Alberta Department of Agriculture 


Kdinomton May, 28 Commence 
ing May Y2nd rains have been fair- 


iy general throughout the province 


Ihe crop outlook is therefore mych}- 


brighter than earlier in the month 
when dry conditions were the cause 
of some concern, especially in the 
east central and southern districts 
Amount of rainfall has varied from 
one quarterto almost two inches 
even within comparatively small 
areas, and benefits vary accordingly 
All districts have had more or 
rain with the exception of that por- 
tion of the south east from Youngs 
town south to Brooks and east to 
to Schuler, and a smal! area north 
of the North Saskatchewan river 
from Waskatenau east to the bound- 
ary, where no rain has fallen for 
some time Though present condi 
tionson the whole are fairly good, 
there is little reserve of moisture 
except in the Peace River district, 
and crop prospectsare dependent on 
precipitation at intervals through 
the growing season. The weather 
now continues ehowery. 

A limited amount of damage from 
soil drifting previous to rain is re- 
ported by several districts from the 
U.S. boundary to Edmonton, some 
coarse grains «till remaining to be 
seeded in northern districts Sum- 
mer fallowing has commenced in 
the south. 

Growth of pasture, hay crops and 
range grass has been slow due to 
earlier dry conditions, but is now 
making rapid progress. Hay crops 
on the whole are likely to be light 
Farmers are seeding more grasses 
and clovers this season, particularly 
in the centre and northern portions 
of the province 
The grasshopper hatch in the 
southern portion of the pravince 
has been checked by recent raine, 
Heavie-t outbreak to date is in the 
Claresho)m district. Mixing sta- 
tions to supply poisoned bait are 
now in operation where required 
and the situation is under control. 
Some slight amount of cutworm 
damage is reported from a few 
points in the south. 

Condition of stock is steadily im- 
proving with better range and paa- 
ture Calf crop is reported short on 
the southern ranges with colts and 
lambs above normal. Reduction of 
hogs is evident throughout the pro- 
vince because of feed shortage and 
high grain prices. Dairy produce 
is increasing with good pastures, 
but is not yet up to the usual aver 
age. |

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The World of Wheat. 
By H. G. L, STRANGE 
Director ‘Crop Testing Plan.”

The eyes of the wheat world at 
this moment are gazing anxiously 
at the crops now growing in the 
United States and i. Canada. 

The yield of the Canadian crop 
will depend mainly upon the rain 
that fell last fall, and that, in addi- 
tion, will fall during the present 
growing season, 

If this total precipitation should 
be up to the average, then the 
Western wheat crop will probably 
be of average size. (With certain 
allowances, of course, for damage 
from hail, insects, plantdiseases, etc.) 

What is the rainfall situation at 
this moment? Records from hun- 
dreds of rain gauges indicate that 
for Manitoba the total average preci- 
pitation, fall and growing season 
combined, now is 93 per cent of 
normal, for Saskatchewan 66 per 
cent of normal, and for Alberta 84 
per cent of normal. 

All this means that better than 
average rains will soon have to 
occur if an average crop is to be 
harvested. There is, however, still 
time for good rainfall to take place 
to overcome the deficiency, for the 
wheat plant does not begin to call 
for abundant moisture until after 
the middle of June. From that 
time forth, however, until harvest, 
its demands can only be described 
as prodigious. 


Following factors have tended to 
raise price: Smaller winter wheat 
acreage in many European countries 
Private Indian wheat estimates 
reduced Excessive moisture in 
several European countries -- Rain 
still needed in Argentina -- Dry

To Get Canadian Pacific Ship Under 
Golden Gate Bridge 

With masts clipped and added bal- 
last in her holds, the Canadian 
Pacific liner Empress of Britain 
passed under the new San Francisco 
Golden Gate bridge 

The flagship of the Canadian Paci- 
fic steamship fleet, largest vessel yet 
to pass under the new span, ¢ 
the arch with about 15 feet to spare. 

Captain G. M. Parry, Nova Scotia- 
born commander of the 42,500-ton 
vessel, explained it took a lot of 
close calculation to enable his charge 
to enter the harbor. First it was 
figured when the lowest tide would 
be, then nine feet of mast were re- 
moved and the ship was loaded with 
ballast to make her ride deeper in 
the water.

The Spruce Mite. 


Mr. M. Weber has received a reply 
regarding the damage done to spruce 
trees in this district, Lhe report is 
to the effect that there is consider- 
ableinfestation of spider mite, but 
there is also some trouble that is 
caused by a somewhat alkaline soil 
condition. Unfortunately, little 
can be done to counteract the soil 
condition, but spraying witb a lime 
sulphur spray will control the spider 
mite. 

The epray should be put on usual- 
ly about the second week in May, 
when the flowers of the spruce are 
commencing to shed their pollen 
freely, or if this is not convenient 
or a second spray being necessary, 
the second week in June is reeou- 
mended Phorough spraying ir 
necessary, but the tree should noi 
be drenched Special care should 
be taken that the terminal twigs of 
the branches are covered by the 
spray, as it is at this point that the 
inite colonies collect. It is well not 
to spray when the temperature is 
above 80 degrees. 

Dry lime sulphur should be used 
at the rate of 4 pounds of powder to 
70 gallons of water, or approximate- 
ly a 144 pound to 9 gallons of water. 
Dry lime sulpbur is a standard pro- 
duct and can be obtained from firms 
handling insecticides or from paint 
manufacturers.
